The workingmen in the North Chicago Rolling- 
Mills have withdrawn from the agreement which 
they were required to sign in order to obtain em- 
ployment after the panic. In it they bound 
themselves not to form any combination affect- 
ing their relations with their employers, and to 
give two weeks’ notice of any demand for an in- 
crease of wages or intention of leaving. They 
informed the Company on Saturday that after 
the expiration of two weeks they should consider 
the agreement at an end. A conference was 
subsequently held between the President of the 
Company and the men, which ended in tbe re- 
fusal of the former to allow the men to with- 
draw from the contract, and the refusal of the 
men to abide by it. In consequence, the mills 
have been again closed, and the men thrown out 
of work. They consider themselves wronged by 
this action, claiming that two weeks’ notice of 
stoppage of work was due them as well as their 
employers. 

A committee to investigate the administration 
of “ Boss Shepherd & Co., of the District of 
Columbia, was appointed yesterday by Speaker 
Blaine on the motion of Mr. Wilson, of Indiana. 
Mr. Wilson, who is made Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, stated, in presenting the memorials of 
Messrs. Corcoran, Riggs, and the others, and 
moving for the investigation, that the matter 
was in his hands not of his own seeking, and 
that he wanted to have nothing to do with it. 
The Committee is to be 6 joint one, and is to in- 
quire into the truth of the charges which are 
made by Mr. Corcoran and his associates im the 
memorial, and is to report whether additional 
legislation by Congress is needed to protect the 
rights of tax-payers. While the motion waa be- 
fore the House, it was stated by members that 
the schoolteachers of the District had not been 
paid since September, nor the police since May, 
of last year. All this while, money has been 
flowing out of the Treasury by millions for the 
payment of the contracts which it is alleged 
were rotten with corruption. 


Ex-Gov. James M. Harvey was yesterday elect- 
ed United States Senator from Kansas to suc- 
ceed Caldwell. He received 51 votes on the first 
baliot, but, before the result was announced by 
the Speaker, sufficient votes were changed to 
give him 75,—four more than was necessary to 
a choice. Gov. Harvey was for a long time 
resident in this State, which he left in 1857 to 
engage in farming in Kansas. He has hitherto 
been a Republican, and has twice been elected 
by his party Governor of Kansas, s position 
which he filled from 1869 to 1873. If anything 
will unearth the indiscretions of a man's past 
career, a Kansas Senatorial contest will do it? 
and the fact, that ex-Gov. has passed 
through the late canvass fithout any disagree- 
able revelations, speaks well for him. He is 
reported to have deciared himself yesterday to 
be a Reformer rather than a Republican, and 
that he will go to Washington with the same in- 
dependent views and purposes as Booth, of Cal- 
ifornia, He was one of the first men in the Be- 
form movement, which he joined a year ago.

The Engineers’ report on the St. Clair Flats’ 
Ship Canal has been submitted to Congress. It 
states that excavations must pe made at four 
points in the channel between Lakes Huron and 
Erie—the St. Clair Flats, Lake St. Clair, and 
Detroit River, at the Limekilns,“ and at the 
mouth. The Limekilns’ cutting must be through 
solid rock. The costof making a channel 20 
feet deep, and from 100 to 400 feet wide, is esti- 
mated at $2,790,907. ‘This is, however, on the 
supposition that part of the canal shall be 
within the Canadian frontier. If it must lie 
wholly within our bounds the cost will be $3,- 
930,900. The Buffalo Commercial Advertiser | 
regards this canal as the internal improvement 
most imperatively needed. It says that the 
commerce interested in it is larger than that now 
carried on in American ocean-going ships ; that 
the loss of property by shipwrecks at the Lime- 
kilns during the last five years would almost pay 
for the whole work ; and that the result of the 
proposed canal would be a reduction of about 
50 per cent in the cost of moving property from 
the West.” 

Senator Morton yesterday finished his reply 
to the argument of Senator Carpenter for a new 
election in Louisiana. He contended that the 
President had recognized the Kellogg Govern- 
ment, and had done so properly, and that this 
recognition bound the Government, including 
Congress. If Congress should act in accordance 
with the suggestion of Senator Carpen- 
ter, it would exercise a power under 
which State Governments would exist here- 
after only by sufferance. Judge Durell was 
dismissed with the remark that his decisions did 
not affect the question. A large part of Senator 
Morton’s remarks were devoted to praising 
Kellogg, as a man of ability and magnetism,” 
and his administration as the best Louisiana had 
had since the War; and to painting, in blood- 
red colors, the outrages of the Ku-Klux, who had 
turned the State into a pool of blood. On this 
pool of blood the election frauds, which the 
Senator was constrained to admit the Republi- 
cans had been guilty of, were but driftwood.

date. of issue. Either $3,000,000 or 
$5,000,000 of the new notes shall be 
issued every month. It, the $3,000,000 rate is 
chosen, $200,000,000 of the present greenbacks 
would be paid off in eight years. It is thought 
that the remainder would then be at par. If not, 
the process can go on till the final remainder 
is equal in value to gold. This system is re- 
garded as both gradual and sure. 

The principal victims of a fiuctnating cur- 
rency are, among classes, the laborer; and, among 
sections, the South and West. The laborer ius the 
„ residuary legatee of all the blunders of our 
gambling system.” His class is the largest 
creditor, and is therefore exposed to most loss by 
depreciation im the currency, He cannot 
speculate. ‘Prices fall for him latest 
while they rise soonest.” And Mr. Forbes 
might have added that wages fall for him soon- 
ent, while they rise latest. The steadier an in- 
dustry is, the more it suffers from an unsteady 
currency. Agriculture is the feature of the 
West and South. Its products are sold on a gold 
basis, for the price at Liverpool regulates the 
price at New York. The articles the South and 
West get in exchange are paid for in prices based 
on paper, which are from 20 to 30 per cent high- 
er than the paper equivalent of a gold price. 
This is the substance of what Mr. Forbes has to 
say. The reports of the Banking and Ourrency 
Committee indicate that some of his views car-

THE WASHINGTON TWEEDS. 

There is confusion at Washington among the 
local rulers, something like that which prevailed 
in New York when the Tammany frauds were 
first uncovered. The Governor of the District, 
Mr. Henry D. Cooke, resigned just before the 
suspension or collapse of his firm in September, 
and Mr. A. R. Shepherd was appointed in his 
place. During the term of Mr. Cooke, the 
active management and control of all local mat- 
ters was intrusted to Mr. Shepherd, who had 
already won the title of Boss,” which title has 
not ceased to be popularly applied to him since 
he has become Governor in fact. Two years and 
ahalfago there was a pretended investigation 
into District matters, but the recent pub- 
lication of the private letters of at least 
two of the members of the Committee dis- 
credits the whole transaction. Recently, however, 
a memorial has been presented to Congress, 
signed by forty well-known citizens, large prop- 
erty-holders, and men of unquestioned personal 
integrity, asking an investigation of the expendi- 
tures made in the District, alleging fraud and 
corruption. The memorial is justified for two 
reasons. 1. Because Congress has exclusive - 
jurisdiction over the District of Columbia; and, 
2. Because the local Government ask that Con- 
gress shall assume the payment of the enormous 
debt now due by the District. Another reason 
is, that among the large expenditures made in 
Washington City, several millions of dollars 
have been directly appropriated by Congress. 

The only answer made to the memorial is that 
some of the signers were Segessionists during 
the War; that Mr. W. W. Corcoran, one of them, 
spent a long time in Europe with his daughter, 


_ THE SUMNER RESOLUTIONS, 
There is a gratifying prospect that the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature will rescind the resolutions 
of censure which it passed a year ago upon the 
course of Mr. Sumuer in seeking to obliterate 
from the Army Register the records of the bat tles 


ot the War of the Rebellion; and thus to help 


extinguish the embers of that unfortunate strife. 
This action is not so much due to Mr. Samoer 
as to the Legislature itself. The resolution 
which it passed could not censure a man whose 
whole life has been devoted to freedom, and 
whose public services have become an important 
part of our national history. They only serv- 
ed to reflect the narrowness and bigotry 
and sectional hatreds of the majority 
of the Legislature which passed the 
resolution. To Mr. Sumner himself it is proba- 
bly quite immaterial whether the resolution is 
rescinded or not. He already has the indorse- 
ment of all men who desire the complete recon- 
ciliation of the North and South and the re-es- 
tablishment of the peaceful relations which for- 
merly existed. For the rest be can afford to 
wait the vindication of time and the extinguisb- 
ment of narrow prejudice and local patriotism. 
The Massachusetts Legislature, however, cannot 
afford to perpetuate a proof of sectional animos- 
ity in their records which is constantly growing 
more offensive. In connection with this sub- 
ject, the Boston Globe says: ‘* Peace—perfect 
peace—and the renewal of brotherly feel- 
ing between the North and the South 
is the ardent desire of every patriotic heart, but 
it can never be brought about by the means pro- 
posed. As long as the tattered banners last, let 
the inscriptions last. But there is no need of a 
like perpetuation of the resolutions of censure 
on Mr. Sumner.” The comment of the Globe is 
deprived of its point from the fact that Mr. 
Sumner has never proposed to interfere with the 
tattered banners or the inscriptions upon them. 
What Mr. Sumner wished to effect was to ex- 
punge the list of battles from the National reo- 
ord, which is the Army Register. There are 
two very good reasons why they should not be 
included in that publication: First, because it 
is not authorized by law ; and, second, because 
it tends to perpetuate what should be forgot- 
ten, and what is distasteful and aggravating to 
a large part of the people of the United States. 
THE RIGHT TO IGNORANCE. 

In a recent article setting forth the right of 
the State to require the instruction of children 
in the rudimentary branches of education, we 
illustrated our position by citing the higher ex- 
ereise of power brought in force in compelling 
all citizens of suitable age to render military 
service. We showed that, if the State may re- 
quire its citizens to bear arms and expose their 
lives in battle and in camp, then, @ fortiori, it 
may require them to know something 
before they are called to perform mi- 
itary duty, since educated persons make 
better soldiers than clowns. A wmorn- 
ing newspaper, which stands up for the 
right to ignorance, says that these are the ideas, 
though not the exact language, of a Tameriane, 
an Alexander, a Cesar, a Charies V., or Philip 
II., a Bonaparte, or a Wilhelm Kaiser.” 

It has been commonly understood that Tamer- 
lane, Alexander, Cesar, Charles V., Philip II., 
and Bonaparte left their impress not on the 
minds of their generation but on their 
bodies. We admit, however, that the 
ideas mentioned above are the ideas 
of Wilhelm Kaiser, and the world 
can observe the consequences to an enlightened 
and powerful nation, somewhat despotic it is 
granted, but whose despotism has no connection 
with its compulsory education, while its enlight- 
enment and power most assuredly have. The 
final result of its system of education will be, we 
venture to predict, that Germany shall yet bes 
free and liberal nation,—one which, by its eu- 
lightenment, will be enabled to dispense with 
the vast standing army it now maintains. There 
was nothing in our argument on compulsory 
education favoring s standing army. We do 
not want a large standing army. The people 
of this country are opposed to its existence, and 
rightly opposed to it. We advocate education 
for the very reason that it is the best means of 
dispensing with a standing army. We advocate 
it in part as a substitute for a standing army. 
We advocate it because we cannot afford to be 
inferior, in point of enlightenment, to any peo- 
ple on the globe. We do not want drilled man- 
machines. We want intelligent beings for 
soldiers as for every other purpose. 

But, continues the advocate of permissive bar- 
barism and of the inalienable right of a free peo- 
ple to be dunces : 

“ The State,” it is asserted, has the right to enforce 
the education of “ its subjects.” What is the State 
that is here put in opposition to “its subjects?” If 
the people of the State are “ite subjects,” then by 
“the State can not be meant the people; for such 
meaning would require the proposition to stand thus: 
„The subjects (or people) have the right to enforce 


the education of the Bubjects (or people),” which 
would be absurd. It is clear that by “the State these 


compulsionista mean the Government, and pot in the 
broad sense that the people constitute the Govern- 
ment (which utterly excludes the idea of “ subjects ”) 
but in the imperialist or monarchical sense of 
rulere, They mean by the State” exactly what the 
Bourbon King of France meant when he said. L'etat 
c'est moti” Their proposition admits of no other 
meaning, for any attempt to construe it n any other 
meaning brings it at once to an absurdity. 
rendered, their proposition is this: The rulere (of 
the people) have the right, im self-preservation, to 
enforce the education of their eubjects (the people).” 
This journalistic ranter is not very successful 
in his philological excursion. He might have 
dispelled the mystification in which the words 
“State” and “subject” involved him by con- 
sulting some standard dictionary,— Webster's, for 
instance,—from which he would have learned 
that one of the meanings of State is ‘ the 
whole body of the people united under one gov- 
ernment, whatever may be the form of govern- 
ment; and that one of the meanings of sub- 
ject,” and the very first given by Webster, is 
“that which is placed under the authority, 
dominion, or influence of something else.” Now, 
even in the United States, the individual is 
placed under the whole body of the people 
united under one Government,”—that is, under 
the State,—and thus is constituted the 
relation of State and subject, which the 
writer seems to consider so very undemo- 
cratic. For the benefit of the advocates of in- 
evitable ignorance and of the right to know poth-

Just at this 
poiat, however, the parallel between old and new 
Gad's Hill abruptly ceases. There were no 
Prince Hal and Poins in Missouri to take their 
booty away from the thieves. They secured it 
without difficulty, and made off with it at their 
leisure, and, although the sluggish people of 
Gad’s Hill are now sufficiently aroused from 
their stupor to follow the thieves, it is altogether 
probable that nothing will come of it. Even 
should they overtake them, it is not at all 
certain that the seven bold thieves will not 
turn about and rob the pursuing pop- 
ulation of Gad’s Hill with impunity and send 
them home empty-handed. Men who plan « 
robbery of this kind with such consummate cool- 
ness and skill would not be very likely to leave 
any avenue open for their apprehension. They 
would prepare the way for their escape with 
equal coolness and skill, so that it is safe to as- 
sume that the Gad’s Hillers are on a wild-goose 
chase. 

When it is remembered that in that wild re- 
gion where this robbery was perpetrated nearly 
every one goes armed, and the pistol and knife 
are as constant companions as canes in a more 
civilized community, it seems almost incredible 
that this robbery could have taken place without 
resistance. These seven desperadoes arrived 
at Gade Hill some time before the 
train. They gathered the entire population to- 
gether, and compelled them to remain standing 
near the platform. They then turned the switch, 
and, as the train approached, signaled it to stop. 
As soon as the train stopped, they boarded it, 
and first paid their attentions to the conductor, 
engineer, mail and express agents; after which, 
one of them standing guard over the crowd, the 
other six deliberately robbed each passenger of 
his money aud other valuables. Having finished 
the operation at their leisure, they gathered 
their plunder and rode away at their leisure, 
also, and before pursuit could be organized they 
were far enough way to insure their safety. 
There was no Hal or Poins te interfere with 
them. 

In view of the alarming frequency of these 
railroad robberies in the sparsely-settled regions 
of the West and Southwest, and the escape in 
each instance of those who perpetrate them, it 
is remarkable that the railroad companies do 
not take some precautions to prevent them. 
There is an average of at least ten men on every 
train who are connected with its running. If these 
ten men were properly armed by the Company, 
and were always in readinese for an attack in 
passing through these thinly-settled districts, 
it is not likely that these robberies 
would occur, more especially as many 
of the passengers in those regions go armed 
also, and would be in readiness to aid the train 
attendants. If something of this kind is not 
done before long, railroad traveling will become 
very unpopular. The risks of collisions, ex- 
plosions, running down embankments, scaldings, 
and other forms of railway accidents, are sufii- 


cient without having robbery added to the dan- | 


gers which beset the unwary traveler. As 
things at present go, the prospects of passen- 
gers are not very flattering, to say the least. If 
railroad companies cannot guarantee their lives, 
they should at least be compelled to protest their 
pockets. 


THE DUTIES ON STEEL, 

The Boston Commercial Advertiser has been 
showing lately that the protective duty on steel, 
such as is used for edge tools, is oppressive to 
the manufacturers of these goods, and it de- 
mands that the duties on foreign steel be re- 
duged. It is affirmed by all the edge-tool manu- 
facturers that American-made steel will not 
answer for their purposes, and that, no matter 
what it costs, they must purchase foreign steel. 
English steel now sells in the United States at 


edge-tool manufacturers find that they are 
“ taxed 3 or 4 cents on every pound of steel they 
use, to support Pennsylvania,” they will discover 
that there’ are many millions of people in the 
country who are as infamously taxed on all the 
irom they use in its countless forms. Having 
thus relieved the cotton and woolen manufac- 
turers of the taxes on their machinery and tools, 
and on the iron and steel they use, they will dis- 
cover that the duties on raw wool are part and 
parcel of the same plundering system, and that, 
compared with the monopoly enjoyed by the 
steel-makers of Pennsylvania, the ‘‘ unnecessary 
and injudicious” protection afforded to 
the manufacturer of cotton and woolen 
goods is a burden of much greater mag- 
nitude. Without having the exact figures 
before us, we suggest that the tax paid on the 
iron made into horseshoes will in the aggregate 
far exceed the tex paid on all the steel used by 
the edge-tool makers. While we agree with the 
edge-tool manufacturers in declaring the present 
tax on steel outrageous, and that it ought to be 
reduced, we suggest that there are other people 


in the United States beside the edge-tool manu- 
facturers, and that these other people desire not 


only cheaper steel, but cheaper tools, cheaper 

iron, and cheaper woolen and cotton cloth, and 

have the same right to consideration by Congress.
